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FLOOD VICTIMS RECEIVE ADDITIONAL 
FINANCIAL AID FUNDS 


The Troy State University System has received $232,000 in 
reallocated Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grant 
(SEOG) funds and $97,216 in reallocated College Work 
Study funds, which will be awarded to students within The 
TSU System who were affected by the floods this past sum- 
mer. 


Eligible applicants must have a documented financial 
need resulting from the adverse effects of the floods, and they 
must reside in the designated flood areas. Students who suf- 
fered a direct or indirect loss as result of this flooding or 
were unable to earn wages or conduct business in a normal 
fashion as a result of the flooding are encouraged to apply.
